The  amount  of  infectious  diseases  v/as  less  than  the  average; 
a small  epidemic  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  occurred  in  a residential 
private  school. 

The  scheme  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  continued; 
135  children  under  5 years  and  5 between  5 and  15  years  completed  the 
course  of  treatment. 
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WATER . 


SEWERAGE  . 
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It  is  estimated  that  85/o  of  the  dwelling  housos 
in  tho  district  are  connected  to  a water  main.  Stand- 
pipes are  very  few. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  satisfact- 
ory, except  in  the  nore  outlying  and  sparsely  populated 
parts  ©.£•  Heckfield,  where  mains  are  not  available  and 
every  season  of  moderate  dryness  causes  shortage. 

Analysis  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  parish  supply  has 
been  regularly  carried  out  and  uniformly  satisfactory. 

The  water  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Company  has  not  been  sampled 

in  this  district. 

The  increased  provision  and  use  of  water  creates 
problems  of  sewage  disposal.  Apart  from  this,  sewers 
are  needed  in  Hawley,  Yateley  and  Crondall.
